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INSPECTION OF 
POTATOES: INCREASES: 
VERY RAPIDLY 


(Experimental Farm Note.) 

Although potato inspection and certi 
‘fication has rapidly increased in scope 
and usefulness since its inception in 
Canada in 1915, there are naturally 
many potato growers throughout the 
sountry to whose attention it has not 
yet been drawn. It is therefore desir- 
ed at this time briefly to enumerate 
the aims of the work and the methods 
followed, in order that all growers 
interested in the 
potatoes reasonably free from disease’ 
may be kept informed with regard to 
this phase of agricultural activity and 
if they desire to do so, make applica- 
tion for an inspection of their fields 
during the coming season. 

The aims of the above work are: 

(1) To encourage the greater pro- 
duction of seed potatoes free from 
disease. ° Ae 
. (2) To make known to the growers 
‘their economic importance, and ac- 
ceptedmethods for their control. 

(3) To recommend to the growers 
in the event of a change of seed being 
found necesary, sources 
freé seed potatoes, tus gradually clim 
inating undesirable stock. 

(4) To assist the ~ growers whose 
stock upon © inspection is. found to 
measure up to the standards set, in 
securing favourable prices for. their 
seéd. by: the issuance of official cer- 
tificates vouching for its quality, 

The methods applied in carrying out 
inspection and: certification of potatoes 
are as follows:— 

(a) The fields are inspected dt blos- 
soming time, and again about a month 
subsequently, in order to ascertain 
‘what diseases (if any) affecting’ the 
growing plants,- are present. 

(b) Failure of any fields to measure 
up ‘to the standards set for these two 
inspections disqualifies them for any 
further ‘consideration for seed pur- 
poses. 

(c) The crops of fields which pass 
the two field inspections are inspect- 
ed at harvest time, or subsequently, 
and if found reasonably free from dis- 
ease affecting the tubers, are passed 
as worthy of certification as Extra’ 
No. 1 seed potatoes. 

(d) A final inspection is made—if 
so requested by the grower—of all 
such crops when sold, and a certifica- 
tion tag attached by the inspector to 
every bag at the time of shipment, 
These tags are issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture and all 
bear the official seal of the Plant Dis- 
ease Inspection Service. This seal en- 
sures the validity of any tag upon 
which it appears, and should be look- 
ed for by all: purchasers desiring to 
secure bona-fide Extra No. 1 certified 
seed potatoes. ° 

All_growers of potatoes intended for 
seed purposes, who have not yet re- 
ceived a practical demonstration of the 
work and who desire to have their 
fields inspected during 1923, are urged 
to comunicate with the Dominion Bo- 
tanist Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, as early in the season as pos- 
sible in order that arrangements may 


be made in good time to meet their/.

Stop Seed Grain Distribution 


Premier Greenfield. gave a statement 
to the Legislature in which he declar- 
ed_it.to be the intention of the govern 
ment to stop further guarantee for dis 
tribution of seed grain to farmers. His 
statement follows: 

“Believing that the policy that has 
prevailed for some years of provincial 
guarantees for seed. grain advances 
igs wrong in principle and. should be 
discontinued, the government at its 
first \regular session initiated a policy’ 
looking to the final termination of such 
advances. ‘The effect of the. Drought 
Area Relief Act has been to conserve 
adequate grain for seed grain purposes 


throughout the major part of that area) 


“The experience of the province in 
past years in advancing seed grain 
has not been a happy one, as the fal- 
lowing statement. will show:— 

Total.amount guaranteed and ad- 
vanced for seed grain relief and rye in 
municipal districts to, December 31st 

$6,006,536.32 
Total advanced for seed grain. in un- 
organized districts to December 31, 
1922 ap cccie ep ye 4 2 <$l,7915733.66 

“Without doubt many of these ad- 
vances cannot be repaid by the indivi- 
duals to whom they were made, and 
in many cases the security of the in- 
dividual has been exhausted. The re- 
sult is certain that a very considerable 
portion of the outstanding debt must 
be borne by the taxpayers of the pro- 
vince in general. 

“The government has now decitled 
to finally discontinue the policy of 
provincial guarantees for the distribu- 
tion of seed grain’ in municipal dis- 
tricts as well as the distribution of 
seed grain in imperial districts. At the 
same time the government ‘will make 
every effort to-render assistance in a 
co-operate and advisory way’ to those 
requiring seed grain this spring. The 
government has already been able to 
render assistance of this nature to some 
municipalities and:this effort will be 
continued,
